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Young dad dies 
of Legionnaire’s

A YOUNG dad from Ely died 
after becoming the first patient 
at Addenbrooke’s Hospital to 
contract Legionnaire's disease. 

Traces of the deadly bug were 
found in a bathroom used by Simon 
Tait, 42, who was battling against 
leukaemia, an inquest has heard. 

Addenbrooke’s has since replaced shower 
fittings which may have harboured 
legionella and has also tightened its 
procedures for tackling the disease following 
his death. 

Three other rooms in the unit where Mr 
Tait was being treated were later found to 
have traces of the bug, although the 
hospital's main water system was clear. 

Coroner David Morris told the inquest in 
Huntingdon that he would issue a narrative 
verdict on December 7 when he may 
highlight any areas of concern. 

Mr Tait, of Winfarthing Court, Ship Lane, 
Ely, who died on March 25, had undergone 
chemotherapy and a bone marrow 
transplant for acute myeloid leukaemia. 

His funeral was held at Cambridge City 
Crematorium on Monday, April 6. 

The inquest heard that doctors at the 
hospital thought Mr Tait had been suffering 
from a fungal infection, but legionella had 
been found after his death, which was 
caused by broncho-pneumonia.

The building will include a classroom 
with messy play area and carpeted area, 
and a large turfed garden with an oak tree 
and rubber play surface. 

There will also be a covered play area for 
year-round use and a vegetable patch.

AMBITIOUS plans to create a centre 
for people with learning difficulties 
and mental illnesses in Ely have 
come under fire. 

Cambridgeshire County Council was 
planning to sell off the Croylands building 
on Cambridge Road, which supports people 
with mental health issues, and merge it with 
the Larkfield Centre, which cares for people 
with learning disabilities. 

But the proposals have ground to a halt 
due to a lack of funds. 

Liberal Democrats now fear both 
amenities could be lost to the city forever 
and are calling on the council to make a 
decision on their future as soon as possible. 

Ely South and Lib Dem county councillor 
Sue Austen attacked the county council for 
“messing with people’s lives”. 

She said: “We are not being told what is 
happening. The county council is dithering 
and no-one knows what the future holds. 

“Staff at both places have been left 
disillusioned and face uncertainty over their 
futures. 

“The county council must stop dragging 
its feet and get this issue resolved.” 

The Lib Dems’ plea for a resolution has 
been echoed by the carers of people using 
the Larkfield Centre. 

In a statement to the county council, they 
said: “Two years ago this building was 
buzzing with vibrancy and was the happ¬ 
ening place to be. But, since the threat or 
closure and/or merger this has dwindled 
into lethargy. 

“The staff do their best but with no new 
service users being integrated in, or offered 
Larkfield, as they approach adulthood and 
no money being spent, they are becoming 
disillusioned. 

“A decision must be made to encourage 
growth in Larkfield to bring back the 
excellence that we know it has.” 

But the council insists it is not planning to 
move the services out of the Ely area. 

Claire Ruin, service director for adult 
support services, said: “We have no plans to 
move services but the project has been 
delayed because of the recession and we can 
only apologise for the delay. 

“It was planned to sell Croylands to cover 
the cost of refurbishing Larkfield but 
unfortunately a purchaser pulled out 
because of the economic downturn. 

“We are considering all the options to 
move the project forward.”

Dr Nick Brown, a microbiologist at 
Addenbrooke’s, said that by tracking 
back over the disease’s incubation 
period they were able to establish 
which room he had been in and traces 
of legionella were found in the shower. 

“We feel it was most likely that he 
had acquired it from this source,” Dr 
Brown said. “It has never been 
associated with the hospital before.” 

He said that patients in Mr Tait’s 
weakened condition were open to 
opportunistic infections and he had 
been treated with antibiotics and anti¬ 
fungal medication. 

Dr Brown said Mr Tait was found to 
have had the uncommon “Cambridge” 
strain of legionella, which was first 
identified in the city in the 1970s. 

He said legionella was water-borne 
and was commonly found in rivers, 
ponds and lakes as well as buildings, 
but was usually at very low levels but 
that it could multiply significantly in 
the right conditions. 

Dr Brown said that mixer taps were a 
weakness in the system because they 
produced water at a temperature 
where the bug could thrive but the risk 
of scalding would be significant 
without them. 

He said there were around eight 
hospital-related cases of the disease 
each year nationally and an even 
smaller number of the strain which 
affected Mr Tait. 

Richard Howe, director of estate and 
facilities at the hospital, said the 
hospital’s plan for controlling 
legionella had assumed high through¬ 
put of patients meant the system was 
flushed through regularly. 

They now ensured this was done.

MP tells of school’s local food success 


AN ELY primary school’s shining 
school dinners scheme has been 
praised in Parliament. 

MP Jim Paice, who represents 
South East Cambridgeshire, 
highlighted St Mary’s Junior 
School’s ability to source local, 
healthy and affordable food for 
school meals.

“It gave the budget to the school 
cook and she goes out and buys food 
locally. 

“It may not always be of local 
provenance but it is good quality 
food. 

“She has substantially increased 


the uptake of school meals, which 
are much nicer. 

“The quality is good and the cost 
is no more than it was under the old 
centralised system. 

“It is excellent and I go there at 
least once a year to have lunch with 
the children.” 

The debate centred on the source 
of food bought with taxpayers’ 
money in the public sector. 


Foul mess 
warning to 
pet owners 


COUNCIL officers have 
warned dog owners to 
clean up after their 
pets. 

With the dark nights now 
drawing in, staff at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council have reminded 
people that darkness is no 
excuse for letting their dogs 
foul footpaths. 

The issue has been fre¬ 
quently raised in neigh¬ 
bourhood panel meetings 
and is classed as serious 
anti-social behaviour as it 
poses a risk to public health. 

Anyone caught not clean¬ 
ing up after their dog could 
receive a £75 fixed penalty, 
which can rise to £1,000 for 
persistent offenders. 

Veronica Avory, the coun¬ 
cil’s dog warden, said: “How 
many of us have ever stood 
in dog mess and cursed the 
dog owners responsible for 
their pets’ fouling? 

“It is one of the most ob- 
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vious examples of anti-social 
behaviour that can blight our 
lives and many people’s 
health. 

“Dog fouling is socially 
unacceptable which is why 
we need to tackle it, espec¬ 
ially now as the nights get 
darker and people take the 
dogs on shorter walks. 

“For example, there were 
32 piles of dog mess in one 
week in Soham alone this 
year, with goodness knows 
how many repeated inst¬ 
ances across the district. So 
this year we are warning dog 
owners to pick up their dog 
mess or we will track you 
down.” 

Anyone who sees an inci¬ 
dent of dog fouling and the 
owner does not pick up the 
mess when challenged, can 
contact the council on

Travellers’ site 
plans rejected 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build two new traveller 
sites in Soham have been 
thrown out - much to the 
joy of the local community. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
residents were in uproar over 
proposals which could have seen 
traveller families setting up camp 
on land east of Long Dolver 
Drove. 

Mrs S. Martin, of Bushel Lane, 
applied for planning permission 
to change the use of the land, 
which is next to three bungalows. 

The proposals were aimed at 
allowing two traveller families to 
move there and build permanent 
pitches. 

But describing the site as 
“completely inappropriate”, 
members of East Cambridgeshire 
District Council's planning 
committee rejected the scheme 
last week. 

Cllr James Palmer, who rep¬ 
resents Soham North ward, said: 
“It has been made extremely 
clear, both from residents and 
from Highways, that this site is

not suitable. 

“The access is poor, the visi¬ 
bility coming out of the driveway 
there is poor and the only option 
is to refuse this. 

“The proposals and the site are 
completely inappropriate." 

Dozens of people living on 
Long Dolver Drove and nearby 
Hasse Road sent a petition to the 
council against the application, 
and Soham Town Council also 
wanted the plans dropped. 

But residents insisted their 
gripe was not with the travellers 
themselves but the unsuitability 
of the site. 

Residents’ biggest concern was 
the issue of access, with the 
single track road leading to the 
land not even being wide enough 
for a refuse lorry. 

Other issues included the blind 
junction from the site onto the 
drove, and the impact on nearby 
residents. 

Simon Peverit, who spoke on 


behalf of residents at the meet¬ 
ing, said: “These plans should be 
refused on the grounds of three 
main reasons; accessibility, 
suitability and sustainability. 

“Vehicles accessing this site is 
an accident waiting to happen, 
and it was not that long ago that 
a delivery lorry went down there 
and got stuck for five hours. 

“Previous planning appl¬ 
ications for building houses 
down there have also been 
refused and these plans are no 
exception.” 

The proposals came just weeks 
after it was announced the 
number of traveller pitches 
planned for East Cambridgeshire 
after 2011 should be increased. 

Following a review by the East 
of England Regional Assembly 
into gypsy and traveller 
provision, it was recommended 
the number of pitches made 
available between 2011 and 2021 
should jump from 35 to 81. 

The plans were refused by nine 
votes to two. 


Warning after cigarette sparks blaze 


A FLAT was left unin¬ 
habitable after a fire was 
sparked by a discarded 
cigarette. 

The property, on Isle- 
ham’s High Street, was left 
with heavy smoke dam¬ 
age after the blaze in an 
armchair. 

The occupant had 


popped out to the shops 
and called 999 after find¬ 
ing the flames on his 
return. Two fire crews 
from Soham put out the 
fire. 

Richard Powell, the 
watch manager at Soham 
fire station, said smokers 
should be more careful. 


He said: “It is abso¬ 
lutely vital that you make 
sure you extinguish a 
cigarette properly before 
leaving the room or going 
to sleep. 

“Cigarettes can burn 
with extreme heat - up to 
920C - when being 
inhaled. 


“The unstable hot ash 
can fall in a blink of an 
eye and go unnoticed 
before something starts 
to burn. This can cause 
damage to your property, 
serious injury to yourself, 
or even death.” 

The fire happened on 
Wednesday, October 28.

Doctors firm sacked 
after overdose case 


HEALTH bosses have ended the 
contract of an out-of-hours GP 
company after its doctor accid¬ 
entally killed a patient on his 
first shift. 

Local doctors’ co-operative Camdoc 
will replace Take Care Now (TCN) in 
East Cambridgeshire and Fenland from 
December J pending a decision on 
round-the-clock care in the county 

The move comes after the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) investigated 


the case of Daniel Ubani, who killed 
David Gray, 70, with a painkiller over¬ 
dose in 2008 in Manea. 

TCN’s problems over unfilled shifts 
were revealed last month in an interim 
report by the watchdog. 

The national NHS safety watchdog 
and the NHS in Cambridgeshire have 
added to their unease about its ability to 
fill shifts and organise cover for week¬ 
end and evening GP services. 

Chris Banks, chief executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire NHS, said it had been 


closely monitoring TCN since Mr Gray’s 
death. 

He said concern about TCN’s overall 
performance led to a formal remedial 
notice under the contract on September 
18. 

But a later check found “further 
deficiencies” in TCN’s shift cover. 

Ubani, a German national of Nigerian 
origin, has been convicted in Germany 
of causing Mr Gray’s death by 
negligence and given a suspended 
prison sentence.

Furniture firm vows to 
fight council stop order

A MASSIVE furniture 
store on the outskirts of 
Littleport could be for¬ 
ced to close. 

The Home, located on the 
Saxon Business Park off the 
A10, could be shut down early 
next year as council chiefs say 
its owner, Steven Layn, has 
breached planning perm¬ 
ission conditions. 

The business, which manu¬ 
factures and sells a wide 
range of home furniture, only 
opened in July but already up 
to 10 jobs at the store are 
under threat. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council is taking action 
against the store, claiming it 
is illegally using the site as a 
retail business. 

Council bosses say the site 
has planning permission for 
general industry but not for 
retail, and as a result an en¬ 
forcement notice and stop 
notice were recently issued. 

But Mr Layn has lodged an 
appeal against the notices, 
which will be heard early next 
year. 

Until then, he and his emp¬ 
loyees must wait to hear 
whether The Home can con¬ 
tinue trading into 2010. 

Jemma Bruen, the store’s 
general manager, said: “We 
are completely dismayed by 
the council’s action. 

“The business was opened 
as a manufacturer, wholesaler 


and distributor of quality 
furniture and home access¬ 
ories but there was such a 
high demand from the public 
that setting up a sales oper¬ 
ation where customers could 
see the furniture in room 
settings was an obvious next 
step. 

“The council wants us to 
close permanently because 
we don’t yet have permission 
from them to sell the volume 
of furniture that we are, and 
on the basis of that tech¬ 
nicality, they are trying to 
force us to close our doors. 

“That will mean that up to 


10 members of staff will lose 
their permanent jobs, which 
in today’s difficult climate, 
would be a tragedy." 

The business has now set 
up its own website to high¬ 
light its appeal and www. 
leavethehomealone.co. uk 
even includes an online pet¬ 
ition for people to show their 
support. 

Mrs Bruen added: “We fully 
intend to resist the council 
using every method at our 
disposal.” 

The news comes just mon¬ 
ths after nearby furniture 
store Fenland Interiors went 


bust and shut its doors. 

A district council spokes¬ 
man said: “We issued an en¬ 
forcement notice and stop 
notice in relation to The 
Home in July 2009. 

“This action was taken 
against an alleged unauth¬ 
orised retail use at Saxon 
Business Park, Littleport. 

“The appeal site has plann¬ 
ing approval for general ind¬ 
ustry and the council believes 
the current use is retail. 

“The enforcement notice 
has been appealed and this 
appeal will be heard early in 
2010 .”

A FATHER who fired a gun at his 
ex-wife’s house knowing their 
five-year-old daughter was 
inside has escaped jail. 

But Shane Stevens will be left with 
the “terrifying” incident hanging over 
him for the next two years after being 
handed a suspended prison sentence. 

Stevens, 38, fired a pistol towards 
Stephanie Stevens’ home and shattered 
her kitchen window with a bullet. 

At the time of the incident on June 
17, Mrs Stevens’ 18-year-old son and 
their young daughter were in the 
property. 

Stevens, who was on bail at the time 
for assaulting his own mother, had 
discovered his ex-wife and the family 
were living in Haddenham. 

Having pleaded guilty to possessing 
a firearms and criminal damage before 
Ely magistrates back in August, Stevens 
was sentenced at Cambridge Crown 
Court last Friday. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said: “There 
is a domestic history between the 
couple and they were in an 11-year 
relationship before it ended. 

“He found out where Mrs Stevens 
and their daughter were living and he 
told police as soon as he saw the 
property he became angry. 

“There was then a loud bang that 
sounded like a brick had been thrown 
through the window. 

“Luckily, nobody was hurt in this 
incident but experts have described the 
gun, a 24.2cm gas-operated pistol, as a 
dangerous weapon and as being

possibly lethal”. 

The next day, Mrs Stevens received a 
number of telephone calls from her ex- 
husband. Stevens, of Orchard Estate, 
Little Downham, admitted to her he 
had broken the window by firing a gun. 

He was later arrested and police 
searched his home, where a further 
three firearms were seized. 

But Gregory Perrins, mitigating, said 
his client possessed pistols purely for 
target practice. He added: “Mr Stevens 
has a long history of mental health 
problems and depression. 

“He is not a violent man - it is just 
there was a lot of anger towards the end 
of their relationship, especially over the 
lack of contact Mr Stevens was getting 
with his daughter.” 

Stevens, who had been in custody for 
seven weeks, was handed a nine- 
month prison sentence, suspended for 
two years. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth also 
slapped two prohibited activity 
requirements on him. They ban him 
from contacting his ex-wife without the 
approval of social services, the courts 
or probation and ban him from buying 
or owning any kind of gun for the next 
two years. 

Stevens will also be under super¬ 
vision for the next 18 months and will 
be referred to a mental health team.

“NIGHTMARE” plans to 
send more lorries rumbling 
through several East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire villages have 
been dropped. 

Villagers, councillors and even 
South East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice are celebrating after the 
controversial proposals were 
abandoned this week.

eries. 

Mr Paice described the council’s 
move as “a victory”.

are already blighted by huge 
vehicles rattling through their 
villages. 

“It would have been madness to 
encourage this behaviour as many 
residents already complain about 
their houses shaking when heavy 
lorries thunder past their front 
doors. 

“The A1123 already comes to a 
standstill every time there is a 
problem on the A14 and roads like 
this were not built to take such 
heavy usage. 

“We need to focus our attention 
on the upcoming upgrade of the 
A14 and the proposed southern 
bypass of Ely” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Haddenham on the county council, 
said: "I am delighted with the news 
and so will hundreds of residents 
be. 

“The A1123 has experienced a 
huge and unacceptable increase in 
traffic over the last 10 years and not 
only has the volume of traffic 
increased, but also the weight and 
the speed of the vehicles.” 

Residents will be able to comm¬ 
ent on the new draft map when it 
goes out for public consultation at 
the end of the month.

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Stroke signs 
picked up 
fast by most 

THE Department of 
Health’s Act FAST camp¬ 
aign has led to an in¬ 
crease of 74 per cent in 
stroke calls to 999 in the 
East of England. 

New research publish¬ 
ed this week also shows 
that 88 per cent of the 
public in the East of 
England remember the 
campaign and its graphic 
depiction of stroke 
spreading like fire in the 
brain. This is just slightly 
higher than the national 
average of 84 per cent. 

The Act FAST camp¬ 
aign was launched in 
February this year with 
hard-hitting imagery to 
highlight the visible signs 
of stroke and encourage 
people to call 999 as soon 
as possible. 

Responding to the 
research, Dr Paul Watson, 
director of commission¬ 
ing at NHS East of Eng¬ 
land, said: “The Stroke Act 
FAST campaign is ext¬ 
remely important and it is 
reassuring that the 
majority of people in our 
region can recognise the 
signs of someone having 
a stroke. 

“It is crucial that every¬ 
one can recognise the 
signs of someone having 
a stroke so that they can 
get help immediately. 

“Evidence shows that if 
someone suffering from a 
stroke is treated quickly, 
they make a better rec¬ 
overy.” 

A new online tool has 
been launched by the 
NHS to help people to 
recognise all the symp¬ 
toms of stroke and 
prompt 999 calls when 
necessary. It can be found

Curtis, who lives with his parents, 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday to plead guilty to shoplifting. 

But Jacqui Baldwin, mitigating, said 
the theft was purely on “impulse”. 

She said: “It was foolish and some¬ 


thing that my client very much regrets. 

“He just fancied it for his home and 
took it. 

“However, the cabinet has now been 
returned and Mr Curtis has kept out of 
trouble for a long time now.” 

Curtis, who is unemployed due to 
kidney and liver problems, was hand¬ 
ed a 12-month conditional discharge 
by magistrates. 

The bench did not award comp¬ 
ensation to the charity due to Curtis’ 
low income.

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Revving up for those 
Christmas delights 



DOMESTIC gods and goddesses may 
be rubbing their hands in delight at 
the prospect of serving up a 
Christmas feast, but others look to 
the kitchen with gloom and doom. 

We can’t all be seasonal super-chefs but 
with a few handy recipes, you can make 
the preparation process smoother. Even 
festive foodies could benefit from revving 
up their roast or adding sparkle to their 
Christmas party repertoire with 
innovative new ideas for the dinner table. 

Angela Nilson, editor of new book, 101 
Christmas Dishes, says: “Anything that can 
help make the hustle and bustle of 
cooking at Christmas easier and less 
stressful is bound to be valuable.” 

From drinks to desserts, here is a 
selection of the mouth-watering recipes 
to see you through the season and 
impress friends and family. 

SPICED WINE PUNCH 
For a non-alcoholic version, replace the 
water with tea and simmer for two to 
three minutes, and replace the wine with 
red grape juice. 

(Takes 25 minutes, makes 8-10 glasses) 

100g/4oz light muscovado sugar 
2 oranges, zest pared, juice squeezed from 
one, the other cut into chunks 
2 cinnamon sticks, broken in half 
A little freshly grated nutmeg 
lx75cl bottle light red wine 
1 apple, quartered, cored and thickly 
sliced 

Put the sugar, the orange zest, juice and 
chunks, cinnamon and nutmeg in a pan 
with 300ml/half pint water and bring to 
the boil. 

Simmer for 10 minutes to infuse the 
spices, then add the wine and apple slices 
and bring to a simmer. 

Serve in heatproof glasses. 

MINI ICED CHRISTMAS PUDDINGS 
Packed with plump fruits with a whiff of 
rum, these are lighter than the traditional 
Christmas pudding. For children, replace 
rum with orange juice. 

(Takes 30-35 minutes, plus cooling and 
freezing, serves 4) 

Finely grated zest one clementine and 3 

tbsp juice 

5tbsp golden rum 

140g/5oz golden caster sugar 

85g/3oz mix dried cranberries and raisins 

25g/loz cut mixed peel 

2x150g cartons light Greek yoghurt 

1x142ml carton double cream 

50g/2oz white chocolate, melted and 

piped in star shapes 

Line four 200ml/7fl oz moulds with cling 
film and leave an overhang. 

Heat the clementine juice with the rum 
and sugar until it dissolves. Tip in the 
dried fruit, simmer for two minutes. Stir in 
the mixed peel and zest and leave until 
cold. 

Beat the yoghurt with a spoon until 
smooth. Softly whip the cream and fold 
into the yoghurt. Measure off four 
tablespoons of the fruit and its syrup, set 
aside (or freeze). Stir the rest into the 
yoghurt mixture. Spoon into the pudding 
moulds. Cover with the cling film, then 


foil. Freeze (for up to a month). 

Thaw the puddings in the fridge for one 
hour. Tip them out, remove the lining, 
serve with the thawed fruit and syrup and 
a chocolate star. 

ORANGE CHOCOLATE XMAS TREES 
Let the children help make these novelty 
chocolates and pack them up in pretty 
boxes to give as gifts. 

(Takes 10-15 minutes, plus one hour 
chilling, makes 8 chocolates) 

1 orange 

225g/8oz milk chocolate, broken in pieces 
One quarter tsp ground mixed spice 
Coloured sugar balls to decorate 
Using the smallest holes on a grater, finely 
grate the zest of the orange. 


Put the chocolate into a heatproof bowl 
and microwave on High (850W) for one 
minute. Holding the bowl with a cloth, 
stir the chocolate. Return it to the 
microwave on High for 30 seconds until 
the chocolate is just softened. Add the 
spice and orange zest and stir to mix. 

Drop several sugar balls into eight 
cubes of a flexible tree-shaped (or other 
shape such as star) ice-cube tray. Spoon 
in the chocolate. 

Chill for at least one hour, then, with a 
plate ready, upturn the ice-cube tray 
pressing the base of each cube to pop out 
the chocolates. 

These can be made ahead and kept in a 
cool place for up to a week.

THE Christmas get- 
together is an 
opportunity for families 
to catch up, have fun and 
appreciate each other ...

Prepare your 
coping strategies well ahead 
of time. 

■ Make your intentions clear 


and set boundaries for 
others. People cannot read 
your mind - so let them know 
what your plans are. Be very 
clear about what you expect 
from others too. 

■ Avoid trying to control the 
situation. 


■ Let other people be as they 
are (as long as they are not 
harming you or others). 

■ Step outside the arena 
when things start hotting up 
- make a cup of tea, go to the 
toilet. Get out of the line of 
fire if possible to give yourself 


a chance to cool off. 

■ Know your bottom line - 
what behaviour you won’t 
tolerate, the shenanigans you 
won’t put up with. 

■ Let other people be right. 
Concede and be gracious. 

■ Accept that you may not 


have the ideal family and try 
to focus on people’s good or 
caring qualities instead of the 
negative. 

■ Remember you always 
have the power to choose 
what you do and who you do 
it with. You’re an adult now.

SHOCKED police officers pulled 
over a van driver to find he had a 
baby wedged in his footwell. 

Police officers randomly pulled over 
24-year-old Ben Price driving his three- 
seated Ford Transit van. They could 
clearly see him at the steering wheel with 
a woman and a young child sitting in the 
passenger seats. 

But when talking to the three of them, 
officers heard a baby crying. Then they 
found a small baby in a child seat 
wedged in the footwell, without a seat 
belt around it. 

The “shocking” incident happened at 
about 5pm on May 22 in Ely’s Lynn Road. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “The 
small baby was in a car seat in the front 
footwell and was not secured in any way. 
Mr Price apologised for his stupidity at 
the time.” 

Price, of Hale Fen, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of using a vehicle in which the 
passengers were arranged in such a way 
as to be likely to cause danger. 

But he told Ely Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday his female friend and her two 
children were stranded in Ely and 
needed him to collect them. 

Unrepresented in court, Price said: “I 
know it was stupid as there was not 
enough room for them all but they had 
no other way of getting home.” 

Magistrates handed Price a 12- month 
conditional discharge for the offence but 
did not order him to pay prosecution 
costs because of his low income. 

Janet South, presiding magistrate, 
said: “What you did is shocking and if 
you had been in an accident the 
consequences do not bear thinking 
about. 

“We know you were doing a friend a 
favour but you must never do anything 
like this again, it is so dangerous.”

Latin names reveal 
lots about plants 


W hen you visit your 
garden centre, do 
you know your 
alba from your aculeatus, 
your japonicus from your 
officinalis? 

The use of Latin names for 
plants is common throughout the 
world and can reveal a lot about 
the plant you are buying in its 
infancy, such as what colour it will 
be, the shape of its leaves and 
other distinguishing features. 

Nomenclature may seem like 
mumbo-jumbo, but once you’ve 
got the hang of the names, the 
plants become much more 
interesting. 

Plants are named in Latin 
simply because the sciences date 
from a time when it was a 
universal language. The first 
system of plant classification was 
created in the 18 th century by a 
Swedish naturalist, Carl von Linne, 
who called himself by a Latin 
name, Linnaeus. 

All plants have two names, with 
the first describing the genus - the 
Latin word for family. Roses, for 
example, all have the first name 
Rosa, regardless of their colour, 
habit or size. 

The second name denotes the 
species or specific class. Within a 
family group of plants, there will 
be differences in the plants. All the 
species in a genus have common 
characteristics considered close 
enough to form the group, but 
each has different characteristics 
to distinguish it from the others. 

Sometimes there is a slight 
difference within a species, so the 
plant is given an extra name to 
denote this. For instance, the olive

tree is Olea europaea, but a variety 
which had larger fruits and smaller 
stones was named ‘El Greco’, so its 
full botanical name is Olea 
europaea ‘El Greco’. 

Latin names are usually written 
in italics, and any extra names are 
usually put into single quotation 
marks at the end. 

Many variety names are now in 
the language of the country in 
which the plant was raised. So, 
with a name like Erica arborea 
‘Albert’s Gold’, the word Erica tells 
you that the plant is a heather (all 
ericas are heathers), the arborea 
shows it’s a tree variety (arbor is 
tree in Latin), while ‘Albert’s Gold’ 
indicates the plant was named 
after an Albert somewhere and 
that it is gold in either leaf or 
flower. 

Other additions can muddy the 
waters of a name. Hybrids, or 
crosses between different species, 
are given unique names that are 
preceded with an x. Forsythia x 
intermedia, for example, tells us 
that it is a hybrid between two 
species, but unfortunately it 
doesn’t tell us which ones. 

It may all sound extremely 
complicated, but many names 
help the gardener by describing 
the plant and its attributes. 


Names describing colour 
include lutea (yellow), alba (white), 
carnea (flesh-coloured), purpurea 
(purple), atropurpurea (red) and 
caerulea (blue). Those which tell 
you the plant is perfumed include 
aromatica, citriodora (lemon- 
scented), suaveolens (sweet 
smelling) and foetida (strong and 
unpleasant). 

To give you an idea of shape, 
look for horizontalis (growing 
horizontally), repens (creeping and 
rooting as it grows), fruticosa 
(shrubby) and pendula (weeping), 
among others. 

If you want to find out about 
foliage shape, look for words 
including angustifolia (narrow), 
dissectum (finely cut), latifolia 
(broad-leaved), palmatum (palm¬ 
like) and macrophylla (large- 
leaved). Choose a plant with 
sempervirens in its title and it’s 
likely to be evergreen. 

Other generally descriptive 
words include elegans (elegant), 
aculeatus (prickly), officinalis 
(medicinal) and spectabilis 
(spectacular). 

Some words indicate the 
country of origin, such as japonica 
(Japanese), chinensis (Chinese) 
and novi-belgii (of New Belgium), 
which doesn’t necessarily give us 
too many clues as to how die plant 
is going to look. Kerria japonica 
and Anemone japonica, for 
instance, are completely different 
plants with only the country of 
origin the same. 

As for pronunciation, well that’s 
another discussion for another 
time. But don’t worry about saying 
a name wrongly - take comfort 
that most of your gardening pals 
will be doing the same! 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Malus (Crab apple) 

These deciduous trees are ideal 
as specimens for smaller gardens, 
bearing crab apples in autumn 
ranging from yellow to red, their 
leaves turning yellow and orange 
too. 

Grow M x zumi ‘Golden Hornet’ 
for its spherical golden yellow 
fruits, which appear in autumn 
and remain on the bare branches 
well into winter. In spring, the trees 
bear masses of blossom ranging 
from white to pink and purplish 
red. 

They can be grown in any fertile, 
well-drained soil in sun and will 
tolerate light shade, but purple¬ 
leaved varieties are best in full sun. 
Prune them in winter to remove 
dead or damaged branches. 

Good varieties include M 
‘Veitch’s Carlet’ and M ‘John 
Downie’. Many are best grown as 
specimen trees where their pretty 
fruits can be fully appreciated. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

-Winter radish 

Winter radishes are not often 
grown in the UK, although they are 
popular in the Far East as a winter 
vegetable. You can buy the long 
white mooli, a type of winter 
radish, in larger UK supermarkets 
and Asian/Caribbean stores. 

They can grow very large and 
may be very hot, but are a good 
follow-on crop from other 
harvested veg as they are best 
sown from July onwards.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider when 
writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or 
printer, ask a friend or use your local library. Use a 
good quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders 
and front covers. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades 
for each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If 
you have a driving licence, let the employer know. If 
it's clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you in 
the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and 
it may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
